REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the art of 
record when considered alone or in combination neither renders obvious nor anticipates 
an apparatus for compressing a stent including, inter alia, the combination of the 
mandrel with the protrusion compressor containing a collar with a tab and hub, the hub 
having relief slot, which is located on a sidewall external to a hollow passageway of the 
hub; wherein the tab and relief slot face each other with a spacing therebetween for 
accommodating a portion of the stent.
